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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

The species comprising microfabricated microdetectors that are integral with a 
substrate as described in paragraph [0009], lines 2 and 3. 

The species comprising microfabricated microdetectors having one or more 
microchip bodies mounted on a substrate as described in paragraph [0009], lines 2-4. 

The species comprising a specific microdetector as recited in claim 6. 

The species comprising microdetectors comprised of thermal conductivity 
sensors having a thin-film detection filament as described in paragraph [0009], lihes 4-6. 

The species comprising microfabricating the microdetectors using a specific 
microfabrication technique as recited in claim 9. 

The species of a six-channel chromatograph, as described in paragraph [0010], 
lines 1 and 2. 

The species of an eight-channel chromatograph, as described in paragraph 
[0014], lines 6 and 7. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 2 appear generic
